Disaster To 
Hit Today 


Many local hospitals and 
emergency service agencies, includ- 
ing Placentia-Linda Community 
Hospital, have been making plans to 
stage a multi-community disaster 
exercise which is slated to occur on 
Wednesday, May 21 at 9 a.m. 

At that time a helicopter will 
supposedly crash into a campus 
sports event at California State 
University Fullerton injuring ap- 
proximately 200 students. 

Hospitals participating in the 
exercise will be Fullerton Commun- 
ity, Placentia-Linda Community, 
Esperanza Intercommunity, Brea 
Community, Canyon General, La 
Habra Community, and St. Jude. 
The Orange County Medical Center 
Triage team will be at the scene, as 
well as the Orange County Office of 
Emergency Services. Police and Fire 
Departments from Placentia, Fuller- 
ton, Brea and La Habra will also take 
part in the drill. 

In order to insure that the disaster 
plans are adequate and to provide 
training for health care facilities and 
emergency service agencies, two 
casualty exercises are conducted 
each year. Tested during the drill 
will be effective interagency 
communication and cooperation 


along with proper sorting of victims’ 


at the disaster site and expedient 
transportation to hospitals, plus the 
implementation of individual hospi- 
tal disaster procedures.

Mrs. Martin points to a 
list in her possession which 
she says shows the park 
with a number one priority 
over the Palm Village Park

Richard Samp, Director 
of the city’s Recreation and 


Maintenance Services De- 
partment said that the 
priority list is not a general 
plan proposal for action by 
the city, but rather an 
outline for an application for 
outside monies possibly 
available to develop parks 
in the local area. 

From that list’ the 
McFadden and Atwood 
Swimming Pools’ were 
funded and other properties 
did not qualify. Phase One 
of the Palm Village (now 
called Goldenrod) Park has 
been completed with other 
monies, (following consid- 
erable citizen action); and 
the La Jolla Park, to have 
been located west of the 
Orange Freeway in the La 
Jolla neighborhood was 
rejected by the City 
Council. 

Samp said that the 
Wagner Park is scheduled 
for development in 1976-77 
with planning scheduled to 


take place next year and 
development the year 
following that. 

He estimated the cost of 
the development roughly at 
$45,000. 

“This is a_ different 
situation than Goldenrod 
Park,’’ Samp stated. ‘‘For 
Goldenrod Park, the devel- 
oper gave the land and 
$20,000 beside for its 
development."’ (The origin- 
al money was spent for a 
part of the purchase price of 
Lake Placentia and the 
Tri-City Park). 

The recreation director 
said that for the Wagner 
Park, the city paid $17,000 
for the property and had 
excused the builder from 
paying in lieu park fees, 
another loss to the city. ‘‘It 
is a different situation,’’ he 
insisted. 

Priorities now, he re- 
lated, would put purchase 
we a neighborhood park by 


the soon-to-be constructed 
John O. Tynes Elementary 
School, planned for the 
Kraemer properties east of 
Kraemer Boulevard and in 
the general area of the new 
City Hall, at the top of the 
list. 

This would follow the 
city’s policy of buying park 
land by schools while it is 
available, with the assump- 
tion that once the land Is city 
owned, then it can be 
developed as funds allow. 

With the Tri-City Park 
drawing development funds 
from different sources, the 
Wagner Park would then 
have priority 2. This would 
be followed by the second 
phase development of 
Goldenrod Park which has 
been taken from the weed 
stage and developed into 
mounds, with walks, 
sprinklers, grass and trees.

Property Owner Versus 
Chapman Widening Plan 


Contention that the city of 
Placentia is obligated to widen 
Chapman Avenue between Murray 
Street and Angelina Drive, in its 
present alignment, was forwarded 
this week by one of the property 
owners affected. 

Peter Laborde, whose commercial 
and residential properties lie on the 
north side of Chapman, backing up 
to Kraemer Park, has written 
Placentia City Council members 
several letters in disagreement with 


the. present procedure now under- 
way for plans for the widening. 

Laborde states that his commer- 
cial building, approved in 1961, had 
to meet certain specifications as to 
its placement. These were met, with 
the understanding, he contends that 
the widening of the main 
thoroughfare would bypass _ his 
structure. 

The City Council at this time has 
approved $7,200 for an Environmen- 
tal Impact Report and $6,200 in 


expenditures for phase one of 
further widening studies and a 
multitude of precise alignments 
offered to give the council a choice 
on the most practical and feasible 
way to go, Ben Minamide, Placentia 
City Engineer explains. 

Laborde believes this violates 
action already taken by previous 
councils, stating he contends, that 
the street should widen exactly as it 
is now from true center.

Next Tuesday is one of the most important days in the history of the 
Placentia Unified School District. It’s the day voters decide the future for 


our children. 


There’s only one issue on the ballot. It’s the authorization of a $20 
million bond issue which will make it possible to provide schools for our 
rapidly growing community in the next five years. School district officials 
estimate growth of approximately 4,500 more students in that time. City 
planners are not so conservative. Our past shows that on the average 
more than 1,000 new students have arrived to be educated every year 


since 1963. 


We know the growth is coming, and we know we can keep up with it IF 
we can provide backing in bonds. We are fortunate to be in the State 
School Building Program which permits fast-growing districts like 
Placentia to sell bonds equal to 10 per cent of assessed valuation, then 
apply for loans to finance school construction beyond local funding 
capacity. Placentia has financed about 1/3 of its building costs in this way 
in the past five years. If the district doesn’t need new schools, the bonds 


aren't sold. 


With this program, the local school district can keep providing needed 
schools without raising local taxes. Strict state laws keep the ceiling for 
school building tax rates at an average 80c/$100 assessed valuation--the 
rate local patrons have been paying since the district entered the program 
in 1962. Passage of the current bond issue will only extend that rate from 
1988 to 1993. If the district does not have the bonding capacity to qualify 
for the State School Building Program, the tax rate will not decrease, but 
may increase because of building that may have to be done outside the 
program in addition to repaying current state loans. 

Bonds and state loans have the advantage of spreading payments over 
extended periods of time so that the burden of building new schools 
doesn’t crush taxpayers living in the district now, but permits those using 
the schools in 10 or 1S years to help pay for them. 

We in the education business know that the only way we can provide 
good schools is by working hand-in-hand with the community--the 
patrons of our district. This time the responsibility is almost entirely on 
the community. The bond authorization requires approval by 66 2/3 of the 
voters in the district. The future of our children and their schools depend 
on that help from the community on Tuesday.

When the Socialists came out ahead in Portugal elections, many in the 
West breathed a sigh of relief that the ‘‘moderates’’ had won. Everything 
seemed rosy, but it’s turned out rosy Red. 

The Communist Party ran a poor third--about 12 per cent of the 
vote--behind the Socialists and the Popular Democratic Party (PDP), but all 
are essentially different denominations of the same religion--socialism. The 
young officers of the ruling Armed Forces Movement (AFM) had already 
outlawed the potentially most effective centrists and conservatives (and a 
few Maoists). 

The AFM allowed the election to take place only after extracting promises 
from the remaining parties to abide by its forthcoming constitution, and to 
enforce AFM rules for at least five years. In other words, the AFM made 
sure the election would be meaningless. It was, instead, a sort of pacifier for 
the people; a nationwide public opinion poll. No doubt some supporters of 
the banned center-to-right parties voted for the Socialists or the PDP over 
the Communists on the grounds they were ‘‘least worst.”’ 

The Soviet Union has been pouring an estimated $10 million a month into 
Portugal to support its small but well-organized Communist Party. With this 
horn of plenty the Communists hired brigades of street fighters to intimidate 
non-Communist voters and break up their rallies and meetings. 

The Soviet investment is paying off: the Communist Party has gained 
control of the press and the labor union movement--classic Red strategy. 

As if to further nullify the election (the results of which they must surely 
have been able to predict) the Soviets have had their local party sonorously 
warn the Socialists to heed the word of the AFM. The AFM, in turn, they 
hope to dominate from within, using their supporters among its 200 or so 
members as stalking horses. 

Recently in London, one well-placed observer of the Portuguese scene 
told me that the NATO nations should encourage the more moderate 
members of the AFM to assert themselves. Give them a chance to let 
democracy flower, he seemed to be saying, it’s been a long time coming. 
But, it’s probably too late. 

Already, the banks and insurance companies have been nationalized and 
more businesses are likely to follow. The United States has been told its base 
in the Azores may not be used to resupply the Israelis in the event of 
Mideast conflict. The Soviets have gained permission for their ‘‘fishing 
trawler’ fleet to use a Madeira seaport. Can Soviet naval base rights be far 
behind? 

Perhaps all this is part of a national intoxication following last year’s coup 
against the decade-old dictatorship, but the Portuguese seem to be heading, 
perhaps unwittingly, toward another one--a Red one. 

Looking ahead, two likely scenarios add up to a bad news-bad news 
version of the good news-bad news story. In one, the USSR does a 
Czechoslovakia-type takeover, through subversion, to make Portugal a 
satellite. 

That would be bad, but the second scenario is even worse; and current 
evidence suggests it’s the more probable one. In it, Portugal remains 
ostensibly independent, with a left-wing military dictatorship, but with the 
USSR acting as stage manager. Communists already hold several key 
government posts. On stage, Portugal, appearing independent--but in 
reality an ally not of the West but of the USSR. 

This would have a profound effect among NATO allies. Italy is shaking 
already, with a large, powerful Communist Party. Spain would face the 
prospect of internal strife with guerrillas infiltrating from Portugal. 

Meanwhile, the United States does nothing to encourage the majority of 
Portuguese who don’t want to be Communists. Indeed, the climate in the 
United States seems to be dominated by ‘‘liberals’’ who find American 
support of right-wing dictators intolerable but have yet to utter a peep about 
the left-wing military dictators in Portugal.

Detected In 


Children often get the 
order from parents to 
“Stand up straight’, but 
sometimes they can’t be- 
cause of a spinal disorder 
which seems to be becom- 
ing increasingly common 
among young people. 

School nurses throughout 
the Placentia Unified School 
District have launched a 
screening program in junior 
and senior high schools to 
find children with this 
curvature of the spine, 
called scoliosis, in an effort 
to’ get proper treatment 
before the problem be- 
comes so advanced that 
surgery is necessary. 

Scoliosis develops during 
periods of fast growth, and 
the condition worsens until 
growth stops,’’ explained 
head nurse Margaret Wil- 
liamson. ‘‘For some reason, 
girls are much more prone 
that boys, to _ spinal 
curvature.” 

Nurses began screening 
for scoliosis in the high 
schools two years ago, and 
broadened the scope of the 
program to junior highs this 
year. In addition, each of 
the district’s 14 elementary 
schools is visited regularly 
by a nurse, and parents or 
teachers who suspect some 
abnormality in a child ,may 
have the child checked. 


Study 


‘The number of cases we 
find is small, but it’s such 
an important thing to catch 
that it’s worth it,’’ noted 
Audra Wilson, nurse at El 
Dorado High School. She 
caught three cases last 
year; two now are working 
regularly in an exercise 
program, and one _ is 
wearing a brace. 

Scoliosis consists of a 
side-to-side bending of the 
spine, in addition to normal 
in-and-out bending. In 
many cases the curve 
gradually worsens, some- 
times constricting the lung 
cavity and possibly causing 
heart failure. 


Some of the early 
symptoms include a high 
hip or shoulder, a rib bump 
visible when a person bends 
over and unequal distance 
between arms when a 
person is standing. 


There is no known: cure* 
for scoliosis, but treatment 
is possible,’’ Miss William- 
son said. Treatment con- 
sists of exercises, wearing 
of a brace or a combination 
of the two. Advanced stages 
require surgery. 

When a nurse suspects a 
child is afflicted with 
scoliosis, she refers the 
child to a _ specialist to 
confirm her diagnosis.

HORSE TALES 


By Joan Johnson 

Mary Kay Gillen has very kindly offered me some 
information on dréssage, which I will pass along to you 
readers. Mrs. Gillen, by the way, will'again be conducting a 
dressage clinic this summer in conjunction with the Parks 
and Recreation Department. Anyone interested in this 
clinic may obtain more information from Mr. Sparks, of the 
Parks and Recreation Department, at 524-5000. 


According to Mrs. 


Gillen, 


dressage (training or 


schooling) as an equitation term, means the gradual, 
harmonious development of the horse’s physical and 
mental condition with the aim to achieve improvement of its 
natural gaits and a perfect understanding with its rider. 

Why school and train a horse in dressage? From history, 
we have learned that proper training (dressage) has 
increased both the efficiency and capability; the beauty or 
appearance; and has prolonged the horse’s years of ability 
to work. The main basic aim of dressage is that the horse 
should learn what’s necessary to become a good all-around 
riding horse - English or Western. By this, we mean: (1) he 
should go freely forward with an even rhythm; (2) be ‘‘on 
the bit’’ at all gaits; (3) have a steady, correct head 
carriage; (4) be in balance, straight, supple and completely 
obedient to the rider’s aids. There is no short cut to achieve 
these aims. (It would show itself in many ways.) True 
training is based on methodical work, which achieves the 
highest proficiency in completely natural abilities - without 
being forced or stooping to the use of tricks. Dressage is 


methodical 
development. 


There are some advocates of so-called 


work which concentrates on gymnastic 


‘natural 


training’’ who think ‘‘training’’ and ‘‘familiarization’’ in 
open country are enough to prepare the future saddle horse 
in its natural poise for the job it has to do. They will succeed 
up to a certain point, provided the rider has a soft, supple 
seat, and the horse has good conformation and a good 
disposition. Lack of gymnastic training (or dressage) will do 
great harm, for the following reasons: (1) the horse’s legs 
will be worn out prematurely because they are not relieved 
of their burden by a co-operating elastic hock; (2) the horse 
has not learned to move forward in correct posture. (It is 
easiest to carry a load that is correctly distributed and 
balanced!); (3) not only will its steps cover less ground, but 
they will be less springy and, hence, tire both horse and 
rider much sooner; (4) unless the horse is endowed with 
rare mettle and possesses unusual build and balance, it will 
“‘overload”’ its forehand, seeking ‘‘a fifth foot’’ in the 
reins, thus squandering its own strength and that of the 
rider; (S) obedience will be more or less satisfactory. 
Obedience always breaks down in moments of excitement 
and produces dissention in which the rider may have a hard 
time. Matters may even go so far that horse and rider 


exchange roles. 


Therefore, if equestrian balance is not sought through 
gymnastic training, based upon the natural laws of motion, 
all initiative is left to the horse.
